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HE  square  of  ground  on  which  the  New  Hotel  Denechaud  stands  has  had 
many  historical  associations  connected  with  it,  which  form  an  interesting 
chapter  in  the  romantic  story  of  New  Orleans.  It  formed  part  of  an  immense  tract 
of  ground  in  this  neighborhood  which  belonged  to  Jean  Gravier,  being  part  of  the 
plantation  of  this  once  wealthy  Frenchman,  who  died  in  abject  poverty  on  October 
1,  1834,  at  the  advanced  age  of  ninety-five,  after  a  variegated  career  which  was 
embittered  at  the  last  by  ingratitude  and  neglect.  His  only  memorial  is  the  street 
named  after  him. 

This  portion  of  the  city  was  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  century  a  suburb 
known  as  the  Faubourg  Ste.  Marie  and  was  originally  the  property  of  the  Jesuit 
Fathers  prior  to  their  expulsion,  they  having  acquired  it  by  notarial  act  in  Paris, 
from  Bienville,  the  founder  of  New  Orleans.  The  estate  was  cultivated  partially 
for  the  growth  of  sugar  cane  and  indigo,  the  latter  culture  being  abandoned  because 
of  its  poisonous  exhalations  during  fermentation,  entailing  much  mortality  among 
the  slaves. 

The  late  Judge  Henry  C.  Castellanos  says  of  this  section  of  the  city,  which 
appears  to  have  been  laid  out  and  surveyed  about  1802,  that  "no  ordinary  courage 
was  required  to  venture  alone  within  the  precincts  of  that  forbidding  and  danger- 
ous spot.  Encircled,  as  it  then  was,  by  low  cemeteries  along  the  edges  of  the 
fathomless  morass;  the  dismal  willows  could  be  heard  uttering  plaintive  sounds  with  every  gust  of  wind,  as  it  rushed  through 
closely  interlocked  cypress  thickets.  There  were  still  to  be  seen  fragments  of  old  indigo  vats  and  other  vestiges  of  that  indus- 
try. No  wonder  then  that  this  remote  (!)  part  of  the  town  was  invested  with  the  glamour  of  romance.  With  many  it  was 
associated  with  scenes  of  foul  deeds  and  midnight  murders.  Some  would  assert  that  hunters  had  stumbled  by  accident  upon 
overturned  trees,  within  whose  cavities  human   skeletons   had   been  discovered.      Others  pretended  that  fire-flies  or  ignis  fat uii 
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were  to  be  seen  in  the  warm  summer    nights    flitting   or  hovering   over   the    graves  of  departed  spirits;  while  others,  still  more 
timorous  and  superstitious,  shuddered  with  affright  at  the  portentuous  hootings  of  owls  in  the  small  hours  of  the   morning." 

A  canal  named  after  Poydras  ran  through  the  tract,  which  would  not  by  any  means  be  looked  upon  with  lenient 
eyes  by  the  present  sanitary  authorities.  Who  could  have  foreseen  a  hundred  years  ago  that  this  uninviting  locality  would  be- 
come a  central  portion  of  the  great  city  of  New  Orleans  and  that  a  huge  hotel  would  rear  itself  on  ground  where  formerly  the 
bull  frogs  croaked  ? 

In  an  old  plan  probably  prepared  at  the  instance  of  Jean  Gravier  in  the  year  1802,  the  identical  site  of  the  hotel  is  shown 
as  bounded  by  Baronne  street,  previously  known  as  Bacchus,  but  on  this  early  map  named  Rue  Salcedo  after  Don  Juan 
Manuel  de  Salcedo,  the  Spanish  brigadier  general  who  arrived  here  in  1801  as  Governor  or  Vicar-general,  and  who  officiated- 
at  the  transfer  of  Louisiana  by  Spain  to  France  in  1803,  which  immediately  preceded  its  formal  cession  to  the  United  States. 
On  the  other  side  of  the  square  was  the  Rue  Poydras  in  the  centre  of  which  was  the  Gravier  Canal,  used  for  drainage  pur- 
poses, which  communicated  with  a  "Bassin"  or  Basin  at  the  intersection  of  Poydras  and  Baronne  streets,  in  the  rear  of  the 
"Bassin"  being  the  "Place  Gravier.' 

On  the  reliable  testimony  of  old  residents  it  is  remembered  that  this 
basin  was  familiarly  known  as  the  Goose  Pond,  and  that  boys  used  to 
shoot  snipe  and  ducks  in  the  vicinity  little  more  than  seventy  years  ago. 
The  ground  was  subsequently  reclaimed,  by  the  oldest  railroad  corporation 
in  the  city,  the  New  Orleans  and  Carroll-ton  (thus  hyphenated  in  old 
records)  Railroad,  which  filled  in  the  ground  and  enabled  Baronne  street 
to  be  prolonged  across  the  "Bassin"  Gravier.  The  Railroad  ceded  to  the 
city  a  portion  of  Gravier  Basin  which  it  had  acquired,  thus  permitting  the 
continuation  of  Baronne  street,  across  the  said  Gravier  Basin  of  which  it 
makes  a  part,  in  return  for  which  concession  it  was  allowed  a  portion  of 
ground  on  which  the  New  Denechaud  now  stands,  the  railroad  having  to 
fill  the  said  ground.  This  was  on  "18  Juillet,  1833,"  Sieur  Denis  Prieur 
being  then  "Maire  de  cette  Ville  de  la  Nouvelle  Orleans,"  according  to  the 
old  legal  document  which  says  "Conventions  Entre  la  Corporation  et  le 
Chemin  a  Coulisses  de  la  N'elle  Orleans,  et  de  Carrolton."  It  is  proba- 
bly because  of  this  association  that  the  short  street  in  the  rear  of  the  hotel 


connecting  Poydras  with  Perdido  street  is  named  Carroll  street.  This  earliest  of  the  city's  railways  erected  a  depot  on  the 
present  hotel  site.  This  formed  a  terminal  for  their  horse  cars  which  connected  with  the  steam  train  from  Tivoli  Circle  (now 
Lee  Circle.)  These  cars  ran  to  Carrollton,  then  a  thriving  village  six  miles  up  the  river,  and  now  part  of  New  Orleans. 
The  New  Orleans  and  Carrollton  Railroad  was  chartered  in  1833  for  seventy-five  years,  and  in  later  years  General  Beauregard 
became  president  of  the  road. 

Subsequent  to  the  disuse  of  the  old  Carroll-ton  Depot,  according  to  Norman's  Guide  of  1845,  the  building  was  fitted  up 
for  circus  performances  and  other  purposes.  Later  the  ground  was  leased  to  Messrs.  Schneider  &  Zuberbier  who  erected 
on  part  of  it  the  National  Theatre,  frequently  called  the  German  Theatre.  The  specifications  for  this  structure  called  for  "a 
solid,  handsome  four  story    brick  building   '  '   the  basement  to  consist  of  six  or  eight    stores  and  the  upper  portion  to  be  a 

theatre."     The  plans  were  approved  in  1867,  and  the  place  became  a  popular  amusement  resort. 

After  all  these  various  vicissitudes  and  after,  as  old  residents  testified,  the  ground  from  being  a  bog  where  boys  shot 
snipe,  or  a  goose  pond,  was  transformed  into  a  site  for  a  railroad  depot  in  1837,  a  church  and  a  theatre,  subsequent  litigation 
in  a  cause  celebre  caused  its  title  to  be  brought  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  under  these  peculiar  circum- 
stances: In  March,  1876,  a  Mr.  Klein  obtained  judgment  against  the  city  of  New  Orleans  for  principal  and  interest  on  cer- 
tain bonds,  and  under  what  in  legal  phraseology  is  known  as  a  writ  of  fi.  fa.  this  square  was  seized  by  the  marshal  and 
advertised  for  sale  despite  the  city's  legal  protest.  In  due  course  the  property  was  acquired  by  purchase  by  others,  after  being 
sold  for  the  ridiculous  price  of  $500,  and  was  eventually  bought  by  Mr.  Philip  Werlein  at  a  much  larger  figure.  In  March, 
1895,  the  City  of  New  Orleans  sought  to  recover  the  property  on  the  ground  that  it  had  been  dedicated  to  public  use  by  Jean 
Gravier,  and  as  such  was  held  in  trust  and  not  susceptible  to  alienation. 

After  a  fierce  legal  battle  and  two  decisions  in  favor  of  the  city,  Mr.  Werlein  carried  the  matter  to  the  Supreme  Tribunal 
of  the  United  States  which  reversed  the  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Louisiana  and  sustained  Mr.  Werlein's  title  to  the 
properly  on  which  he  had  paid  taxes  for  many  years.  During  his  first  tenure  of  the  property  the  German  Theatre  building 
became  known  as  the  Werlein  Hall,  and  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1889. 

After  the  famous  legal  decision  recorded  1899,  the  site  was  finally  acquired  by  La  Baronne  Hotel  Realty  Company,  and 
the  splendid  new  hostelry  known  as  the  New  Hotel  Denechaud  now  stands  solidly  on  the  historic  ground  in  the  ancient  Fau- 
bourg Ste.  Marie,  fronting  one  of  the  main  arteries  of  the  Southern   metropolis,    pulsing  with  life  and  thronged  with  traffic.

THE    NEW    HOTEL   DENECHAUD. 


^HE  ever  increasing  popularity  of  New  Orleans  as  a  resort  both  in 
winter  and  summer,  and  the  varied  attractions  it  has  to  offer  to 
the  visitor  at  all  times,  has  made  its  famous  hostelries  familiar  to  tour- 
sts  and  the  traveling  public  generally.  During  the  Carnival  season 
especially,  the  Crescent  City  becomes  the  temporary  home  of  thousands 
of  visitors  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  as  a  consequence  the  ques- 
tion of  providing  ample  hotel  accommodation  for  our  guests  is  an  im- 
portant factor  in  conducing  to  further  the  popularity  of  the  most  cosmo- 
politan city  on  the  American  continent. 

The  imperative    necessity  for  a  new  hotel    was    realized  for  some 
time,  ere  the  enterprise  and    energy   requisite  for  its   establishment  was 
able  to  supply  the    want.      Mr.  Justin   F.  Denechaud  finally   brought  to 
practical    realization  the 
construction   of  a    thor- 
oughly equipped  modern 
hotel  of  which  New  Or- 
leans,   and    in   fact   any 
city,      might     be     justly 
proud,  and  that  the  new 
hostelry  should  be  named 


"The  New  Denechaud"    was    most    appropriate,    for    no   name    has  been  more 
familiar  to  hotel  patrons  in  the  South  than  the  name  of  "Denechaud." 

The  old  Hotel  Denechaud  was  started  in  1884  at  the  corner  of  Caron- 
delet  and  Perdido  streets  by  Mr.  Edward  F.  Denechaud,  who  had  been  in  the 
hotel  business  on  his  own  account  for  over  half  a  century,  on  his  retirement  in 
1902.  Mr.  Justin  F.  Denechaud  became  associated  with  his  father  in  1890  and 
subsequently  succeeded  him  in  business. 
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tendence  of  Mr.  Fred.  W.  Burnham.  The  painting  and  decorative  work 
was  entrusted  to  F.  L.  Schindler  of  New  Orleans.  The  sumptuous 
furnishings  were  supplied  by  Schwartz,  Eustis  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  New  Orleans. 
On  January  14,  1907,  The  New  Hotel  Denechaud  was  turned 
over  by  Mr.  Lawrence  Fabacher,  as  president  of  La  Baronne  Hotel  Realty 
Company,  tc  Mr.  Justin  F.  Denechaud,  president  of  the  operating  com- 
pany and  manager  of  the  hotel.  The  occasion  was  quite  an  important 
public  function,  and  the  ceremonies  attendant  upon  the  opening  were 
graced  by  the  presence  of  Governor  Newton  C.  Blanchard,  Mayor 
Martin  Behrman  and  hundreds  of  prominent  citizens  closely  identified 
with  the  business  life  of  the  community. 


When  it  was  finally  decided  about  two  years  prior  to  the  construc- 
tion of  the  hotel  to  begin  the  work  of  adding  another  attraction  to  the  city, 
prominent  citizens  became  associated  with  the  enterprise  and  La 
Baronne  Hotel  Realty  Company  was  formed,  and  the  erection  of  the 
buiiding  was  entrusted  to  the  following  directors:  Lawrence  Fabacher, 
Emilien  Perrin,  James  DeBuys,  Thomas  G.  Rapier,  Leon  Gibert,  Charles 
I.  Denechaud  and  Adolphe  Dumser,  with  Mr.  Lawrence  Fabacher  as 
president,  Mr.  Emilien  Perrin  as  vice  president  and  chairman  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  Mr.  Charles  I.  Denechaud  as  secretary-treasurer. 

At  the  death  of  one  of  the  directors,  Mr.  James  DeBuys,  Mr.  Jules 
A.  Gauche  was  elected  in  his  stead.  Mr.  E.  A.  Neugass  was  elected  by 
the  board  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Adolphe 
Dumser. 

The  architectural  work  was  entrusted  to  the  eminent  New  Orleans 
architects,  Messrs.  Toledano  &  Wogan,  and  Rathbone  E.  DeBuys,  Mr. 
Albert  Toledano  having  especial  charge  of  supervising  the  construction, 
which  was  carried  out  by  Milliken  Bros,  of  New  York,  under  the  superin- 
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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION. 


The  New  Denechaud  is  a  nine  story  structure  with  basement,  and 
stands  on  a  site  covering  58x220  feet.  Adjoining  the  site  of  the  new 
hotel  there  remains  a  plot  of  ground  90x58  which  completes  the  entire 
square.  This  plot  has  been  purchased  by  the  Hotel  Company  and  the 
buildings  on  it  demolished  with  a  view  to  the  erection  of  a  commodious 
annex  to  the  present  hotel  at  an  early  date.  The  present  handsome 
building  is  in  the  French  renaissance  style.  It  is  constructed  of  steel, 
with  reinforced  concrete,  in  such  a  manner  that  any  portion  of  the  cov- 
ering could  be  removed  without  weakening  its  strength.  The  exterior 
facade  is  built  of  terra  cotta  and  pressed  brick  with  a  granite  and  lime- 
stone base.  Altogether  about  twelve  hundred  and  sixty-eight  tons  of 
steel  were  used  in  the  construction.  The  entire  building  is  constructed 
strictly  along  the  most  modern  fire-proof  lines,  the  only  wooden  floor 
being 
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floor  of  the  banquet  hall  and  ball-room.  The  floors  in  all 
the  bedrooms,  halls  and  corridors  are  of  marble,  ceriamc  or 
cement. 

The  New  Denechaud  has  the  first  large  basement  in  the 
city,  and  its  successful  construction  has  demonstrated  the 
feasibility  of  such  basements  in  New  Orleans,  where  they 
were  at  one  time  deemed  impossible.  In  this  basement, 
which  is  13  feet  6  inches  below  the  level  of  the  sidewalk,  is 
contained  all  of  the  machinery,  the  boiler  room,  cold  storage 
plant,  wine  cellars,  store  rooms,  etc.  Over  the  basement  just 
described  is  the  main  floor,  elevated  4  feet  above  the  level  of 
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the  street;  next  is  the  mezzanine  floor  between  the  first  and  second  floors 
and  above  the  kitchen — which  is  used  as  dressing  rooms  for  male  em- 
ployees and  as  baggage  rooms.  There  are  eight  bedroom  floors,  as  also  a 
tenth  floor  which  is  used  solely  as  dormitories  for  female  help  and  for  linen 
and  sewing  room  purposes. 

There  are  three  steel  shaft  hydraulic  plunger  elevators  communica- 
ting with  the  various  floors,  which  were  installed  by  the  Standard  Plunger 
Elevator  Company,  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  and  are  the  first  of  this  type  to 
be  operated  in  New  Orleans. 

The  elevator  shaft  doors  on  each  floor  are  constructed  of  fire-proof 
kaelamine  and  fire  glass,  and  the  corridor  partitions  between  bedrooms 
and  hall  are  a  composition    of  asbestos,    magnesium    and    cocoanut   fibre, 


each  block  having  a  series  of  air  cells  to  deaden  sound.  All 
floors  are  supplied  with  an  ice  water  fount.  The  bedrooms 
are  so  constructed  that  every  room  can  be  had  with  or  with- 
out bath  as  may  be  desired,  but  in  any  case  there  is  a  private 
dressing  room  containing  a  stationary  washstand  with  hot  and 
cold  water  installation  adjoining  every  room.  Ladies  and 
gentlemen  s  public  lavatories  in  addition  to  the  private  ones 
are  to  be  found  on  each  floor.  For  the  convenience  of 
patrons  a  United  States  mail  chute  communicates  with  all 
floors.  On  each  floor  there  are  three  vacuum  standpipes  for 
compressed  air  cleaning,  manipulated  by  machinery  from  the 
basement  of  the  hotel,  perfect  cleanliness  being  thus  insured. 

Having  thus  taken  a  general  view  of  the  building  a 
description  will  be  given  of  the  various  commodious  rooms 
on  each  floor,  commencing  with  the  lobby. 
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THE    LOBBY. 

The  main  entrance  to  the  building  is  on  Baronne  street,  and  is  sheltered  by  a  large  suspended  marquise.  The  spacious 
lobby  is  75x45  feet,  sumptuously  finished  in  marble  and  mahogany,  with  rich  mahogany  furniture  upholstered  in  leather  of  a 
green  color  which  harmonizes  well  with  the  decorations.  Tde  lobby  and  writing  room  are  finished  in  white  Italian  marble,  with 
massive  Sienna  marble  columns  and  pilasters  with  bronze  capitals.  The  main  stairway  leading  from  the  lobby  is  of  fine  white 
Italian  marble  with  bronze  and  mahogany  railing.  The  location  of  the  clerk's  desk  is  such  as  to  fully  command  the  main  en- 
trance and  a  large  portion  of  the  lobby.  At  one  end  of  the  lobby  is  situated  the  barber  shop,  and  among  other  conveniences 
there  is  a  telephone  exchange,  public  stenographer,  telegraph  office,  livery  office,  check  room  for  small  baggage,  theatre  ticket 
office,  also  cigar  and  newstand,  the  latter  being  leased  to  Humler  &  Nolan,  of  Louisville,  Ky.  The  writing  room  which  ad- 
joins the  lobby  is  finished  in  mahogany  and  supplied  with  individual  desks. 

The  ladies  reception  room  is  finished  in  Louis  XVI  style  and  is  richly  frescoed.  The  floor  is  of  inlaid  mosaic  covered 
with  beautiful  velvet  rugs.  This  room  is  charmingly  decorated  in  rich  rose  color  and  provides  an  attractive  retreat  with  many 
cosy  corners  for  lady  guests  and  their  visitors. 

THE  MAIN  DINING  ROOM. 

This  spacious  apartment  is  most  tastefully  decorated  in  the  Louis  XV  style.  The  floor  is  laid  in  hand  cut  mosaic,  and 
the  ceiling  is  embellished  in  gold  and  ivory,  the  woodwork  being  ivory  enameled.  Beautiful  mural  paintings  surround  the 
room  depicting  castellated  walls  and  spring  time    forest  scenery  both  pleasing  and  restful  to  the  eye.      The  draperies  are  of  silk 

velour,  and  the  chairs  are  all  of  solid  mahogany  upholstered  in  Russian 
colt  skin.  Only  the  best  French  china  is  used,  white  waiters  are 
employed  exclusively. 

The  music  gallery  projects  over  the  entrance  leading  into  the 
dining  room  from  the  lobby,  and  from  it  the  strains  of  sweet  music  can  be 
heard  throughout  the  main  floor. 

'  THE  CAFE. 

The  cafe  and  bar  is  appropriately  finished  in  German  Renaissance 
style,  with  fine  old  Flemish  quarter  sawed  oak  woodwork,  and  verd  an- 
tique marble.     The  oak    decorations   are  relieved  by  fine  paintings,  and 
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the  cafe  possesses  a  magnificent  mirror  which  is  the  largest  in  the  South.  The  wine  cellar, 
of  which  a  corner  view  is  shown,  is  well  stocked  with  rare  old  wines,  cordials  and  liquors. 
About  a  year  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  hotel  Mr.  Denechaud  made  a  most  fortunate 
purchase  in  anticipation  of  placing  it  in  the  new  hostelry,  whose  guests  will  reap  the 
benefit  of  his  foresight. 

THE  BANQUET  HALL. 

This  commodious  hall,  which  can  also  be  used  as  occasion  demands,  either  as  a 
convention  hall  or  a  ball-room,  is  situated  on  the  second  floor,  where  are  also  located  the 
private  dining  rocms  and  parlors.  The  banquet  hall  is  35x55  feet,  with  a  magnificent 
solid  oak  floor,  which,  as  has  already  been  mentioned,  is  the  only  wooden  floor  in  the  whole 
building.  The  decorations  are  neutral  so  as  to  admit  of  any  special  style  being  adopted  as 
occasion  may  render  necessary  or  desirable. 

MAIN  AND  PRIVATE  PARLORS. 
The  main  and  private  parlors  are   charmingly   decorated  in  French   style,  the  light  colors  of  the  furnishings  blending  har- 
moniously with    the  decorations   and   produce   a  most   pleasing  effect.     The  walls   are   beautifully    painted  on  canvas,  and  the 
floors  are  richly  carpeted  with  Axminster.     The  furniture  in  the   private  parlors  and  some  bridal  suites  is  of   Circassian  walnut 
and  of  ornate  pattern.     A   concert  grand   piano   of   sweetest  tone  in   the 
main  parlor  affords  entertainment  to  the  musically  inclined. 

BED-ROOMS. 

There  are  219  guests   bed-rooms  in   the  hotel,  each  opening  on  a 
street.     The  hotel    covering  as  it  it  does  a  plot  of  ground  bounded  by  four 
streets  affords  to  its  guests  the  best  of  light  and    ventilation,  and  eliminates 
the  inside  room    or    the  room  with   a   "court    exposure."     Each    room    is 
provided  with  lavatory  and  dressing  room,  large    stationary  clothes  closet 
and  situated   between  every  room    is   a   private   bath  with    front  opening 
window   to  the    outside  air,   thus   securing  perfect   ventilation.       All   bed- 
rooms have  solid   panel  mahogany  doors,  and   are  furnished    with  writing 
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desks  and  trunk  stands.  Communication  is  had  by  long  distance  telephone,  which  is  in- 
stalled in  every  room.  The  windows  are  of  plate  glass  and  are  all  protected  by  wire 
screens  in  steel  frames,  and  Venetian  blinds  are  used  instead  of  shades.  Each  bedroom 
has  a  center  electrolier  with  three  lights,  and  in  addition  two  wall  bracket  lights  which  can 
be  used  for  electric  fans,  or  to  give  light  on  the  writing  desks.  Stationary  washstands 
with  hot  and  cold  water  are  installed  in  the  lavatory  and  dressing  room  of  every  bedroom. 
The  plumbing  and  fixtures  being  supplied  by  C.  C.  Hartwell  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  New  Orleans. 
Many  of  the  bath  rooms  are  also  provided  with  shower  bath  facilities  for  guests  desiring 
such  accommodation.  There  are  bay  windows  to  the  bedrooms  on  the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth 
and  seventh  floors. 

While   some  suites   are  provided  with  wooden   beds   in   mahogany  and    Circassian 
walnut,  brass    beds  predominate.      All   beds   are   provided  with  "Crescent"  felt  mattresses. 
Many  bedrooms  are  furnished  with   twin   beds.      The  rooms  are  finished  in  Louis  XV  and 
Louis  XVI  styles  to  suit  various   tastes.      There   are   twelve  extra   large  rooms  with  every 
requisite  convenience  to  be  used  as  sample  rooms. 
An  important  detail   and   one  of  the  interesting  features   of   the  guests'   bedrooms   are   the    expensive  locks,  which  are  a 
unique  product  of   the  locksmith's  art  and   secure   both   the   absolute  safety  and   complete  privacy  of  the  guest  who  is  guarded 
against  intrusion.     After  the  door  is  locked    on  the  inside  the  key  is  automatically  retained  in  the  lock  and  cannot  be  withdrawn 
or  misplaced.      A  separate  keyhole  for  entrance  and  exit  insures   perfect  privacy,  and  by  pressing  on  a  small  button  an  attend- 
ant can  readily    ascertain  whether  the  room  is  occupied  or  not  without  disturbing  the  occupant.

THE  KITCHEN. 


The  kitchen,  of  which  a  separate  floor  plan  is  shown  in  conjunction  with  other  floor  plans,  at  the  end  of  this  book,  is 
thoroughly  equipped  with  the  Wrought  Iron  Range  Co.'s  goods.  All  utensils  are  of  copper.  The  equipment  includes  the 
Blakeslee  dishwashing  machine,  knife  cleaner,  roll  warmer,  ice  chopper,  butter  cutter,  bread  crumber  and  other  modern  acces- 
sories.     The  refrigeration  is  the  Frick  system  of  fifteen   tons  capacity.

THE  MECHANICAL  EQUIPMENT. 

This  as  has  been  stated  is  entirely  located  in  the  basement,  and  was  installed  by  "The  Joseph  McWilliams  Company  of 
Louisville,  Ky.,"  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  George  U.  Borde,  consulting  engineer.  It  includes  three  110  horse  power  in- 
ternally fired  Scotch  Marine  boilers,  with  Morrison  furnaces;  three  Harrisburg  four-valve  engines,  each  directly  connected  to  a 
75  K.  W.  Crocker-Wheeler  dynamo,  which  supply  2,500  incandescent  lights  besides  other  electrical  power.  The  pumping 
plant  (both  hot  and  cold  water)  is  made  up  of  six  Gould  centrifugal  pumps,  directly  connected  with  electric  motors.  The 
supply  is  drawn  from  both  a  ten  inch  artesian  well  800  feet  deep  and  filtered  water  from  the  city  plant.  One  quartz  and  two 
Lynn  filters  have  been  installed.     Ice  water  is  circulated  to  each  floor  from  the  basement. 

The  fire  pump  is  a  12x6x12  Duplex,  connected  wtth  three  standpipes  on  each  floor  of  the  building,  with  nozzles  for  con- 
nection with  fire  department  on  the  sidewalk.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  mentioned  that  while  fire  is  well-nigh  impossible 
yet  from  an  abundance  of  precaution  a  well  trained  fire  crew  is  maintained.
